The Chicago Army Air Force Ex- 
amining board presents an Air Com- 
bat Crew show sponsored by Mar- 
shall Field & Co. In America's origin- 
al Victory Center, to Inaugurate a new 
drive for gunners, bombardiers, navi- 
gators, and pilots. The show will be 
open a month. 

Highlighting the exhibit Js the giant 
landing gear of the B-2d Superfort- 
ress and ah army air force aerial 
gunnery trainer. The gear, which is 
being exhibited in Chicago for the 
first time, weighs over 7500 pounds. 

The gunnery trainer, an electric eye 
device, simulates rapid gun fire. It 
has a control panel which not only 
casts a dodging spot target, but also 
records the number of shots and hits 
scored.

"Any World War II veterans who 
is at present unemployed and who be- 
lieves he may be eligible for -these 
allowances should report with his or- 
iginal discharge certificate to the lo- 
cal unemployment compensation of- 
fice serving his community. For the 
most part, these offices are at the 
same locations as the United States 
Employment Service offices."

Banish Fruit Stains 

If material on which you fmd a 
fruit stain is washable, stretch It 
over a large bowl and pour boiling 
water through the fruit or berry 
slain. U the stain is stubborn, on 
wh.ite or cotton, blench with hydro- 
gen peroxide or chlorine bleach. 
With non-washable fabrics, use a 10 
per cent solution of acetic acid to 
sponge colored materials. Materials 
where color will not bo aflected may 
be sponged with warm water, then 
hydrogen peroxide. 



Can Serve Oftener 

Many gardeners find that by grow-; 
ing two or more greens, of varying 
flavor, they are able to serve them 
oftener, and thus improve the fam- 
ily vitamin intake. But when this is 
done, not so much of cither should 
be sown, since quality is lost when 
these crops are not harvested regu- 
larly. In fact, it will pay to keep 
the plants cut back, even if the 
leaves have to be fed to the 
chickens.

Tosses Horseshoe, 
Turns Up Diamond 

Is Second Largest Found in 
North America. 

PETERSTOWN, W. VA. - When 
William ("Punch") Jones was pitch- 
ing horseshoes with his father 12 
years ago a shoe turned up a bright 
bit of stone, the youth put the stone 
in a pocket and thought little more 
about it. 

He thought the stone was unusual, 
but because he did not want to be 
ridiculed he refrained for years 
from having it examined by an ex- 
pert. 

When he did overcome this reluc- 
tance, the expert said the stone was 
a diamond, the second largest ever 
found in North America, and it 
might be of great value. - So the 
stone which young Jones carried as 
a curio now is in the National mu- 
seum In Washington, D. C, as a loan 
from the youth and his father, Gro- 
ver C. Jones. 

The story of the diamond and Its 
finder was told by R. J. Holden, 
professor of geology at Virginia 
Polytechnic institute. 

Holden said the diamond Is larger 
than the Dewey diamond of 23.75 
carats, found near Richmond, Va., 
in 1855, which for many years was 
the largest found in the United 
States. The stone found during the 
horseshoe pitching match weighs 
34.46 caraU. 

The Jones diamond is white, with 
a slight greenish tinge, and has one 
visible Impurity, a black spot. Hol- 
den said its value bed not been de- 
termined, that depending upon the 
quality of the stone. No standard 
price can be placed upon it because 
of its size. 

If it is used in the gem trade, for 
use in rings and other forms of jew- 
elry, it will be of great value, he 
said. Its museum value, he added, 
would be about $75 a carat, or $2,500.
